Every Ballet Its Owti Doctor. 


In spite of the terrible increase in the 


destructiveneas of modern warfare the 
tendency of the times is to make a con 
flict as humane as practicable For this 
reason the use of copper covered bullets 
has been frowned upon, and a Philadel- 
phia physician has a plan that he claims 
will wonderfully mitigate the suffering 
of a man whose body has been perforat- 
ed by the modern small caliber bullet 
It is well established that the velocity 
and penetrating force of these bullets 
aie so great that unless they chanoo to 
strike a bona they will pass entirely 
through a man's body without his know 
ing it The physician's idea is toattaoh 
a small wad of \uiseptic cotton to the 
rear of the bullet This would be cover 
ed by tho shell of the cartridge aud 
could not interfere with loading or fir- 
ing As the bullet passes through a per- 
son tlio wad will antiseptioue the wound 
aud prevent consequent suppuration It 
rn.iy be possible to so nicely adjust the 
adHaiou of tho wad to the bullet that 
as llie missile passes out it will leave 
ths wat! to plug the hole and stop bleed 
ing

The State University H on 
or the 


public institution!* of Nevada to which 
the people point with b.> mt jm li. It 
was Senator Stewart who eleven years 
•go secured legislation by wbioh Qov- 
•rnment aid waa procured for the Uni- 
versity. He drafted a bill, which was 
pasted by the Legislature of 1687, re- 
lating to the State University. Thin 
Act provided for au agricultural as well 
at a mining and mechanical depart- 
ment at the State University BO that 
the provisions of the Act of Congress 
providing 
for Experiment Stations 


would apply to it. This accomplished 
be procured an order establishing an 
Agricultural Experiment Station in 
connection with the University for 
which the Government appropriates 
(15,000 annually. 


Subsequent to this action Senator 


Stewart took up what is known as the 
"Morrlll bill," which had been pending 
in Congress for more than a dozen 
years. 
He consulted with Senator 


Morrlll and pointed out the objections 
to the bill and conferred with the 
House Committee on Public Lands on 
the subject. The result was that Sena- 
tor Stewart redrafted the bill, elimin- 
ated its objectionable features and it 
paused both Houses of Congress. This 
Act appropriated $15,000 for the first 
year and provided that the amount be 
increased $1,000 yearly until it reached 
$26,000 a year, which sum is to be paid 
annually from the National Treasury 
for the support of each State Univer 
tlty. This year, for tbe first time, Ne 
vada receives $25,000 for the support o 
tbe State University, besides $15,000 
for the Experiment Station, making 
$40,000 in all. 


The Act also provides for a Military 


Instructor who shall be detailed by th 
War Department from the army and 
whose services an such instructor shal 
be paid for out of the army appropna 
tlon.

versity "Stewart Hall."

mouths ago, so tbat the diseases which

vada—The paymaster refuses to pay 
transportation on discharge of men be- 
yond Cheyenne, Wyoming, claiming 
that Carson City was not the place of 
their enlistment. Please see Congress- 
man Newlands and take op the matter 
with the War Department to save onr 
sick boys' money.

The troop was organized at Carson 


City and is composed principally of 
young men who are natives of Nevada. 
It was ordered to Cheyenne to be mas- 
tered into the service of the United 
States, as Troop M, Second Begiment, 
U. 8. Volunteer 
Cavalry. (Torrey's 


Bough Riders). 
Now this great and 


glorious Government, which has been 
conducting the war on apolitioai basis, 
refuses to pay transportation of the 
boys to the place where they enlisted, 
and Mr. Hanna's organs boast that 
there is $294,000,000 of money lying idle 
in the Treasury.

Mr. Beck then made a few remarks 


regarding the politieal situation and 


Bow It Feela and the After Kffeete. 
Lulgi Qaanchi, who was struck by a 


bolt of lightning at Yorl'a Dairy near 
Gardnerville on August 6tb, is visiting 
Mr. L. Yori, who now owns the old 
Derby place at Glendale. Mr. Qaanchi 
has almost entirely recovered from the 
effects of bis terrible experience, bat 
as yet is unable to go to work. He gives 
the experience which so nearly cost 
him his life as follows : 


He bad just quit pitching hay and 


had started towards the barnyard, car- 
rying a pitchfork on his shoulder, 
when he was suddenly knocked down. 
For a few moments he was rendered 
unconscious, but soon came to himself 
and although he could reason that 
some accident bad happened, be could 
not speak or move. Finally the sense 
of feeling began to oome back and he 
found he could move his arm, so he be- 
gan to beckon to a boy some distance 
away who was driving a rake. The boy 
saw bis signals and seeing Quanohi on 
the ground called to some men for 
assistance who hurried to the prostrate 
man and found that he had been 
struck by lightning. They secured a 
blanket and carried him to a house 
near at band and sent for a physician. 
As his sense of feeling leturned he be- 
gan to experience excruciating pains 
which soon became almost unbearable. 
It was found that the bolt ot lightning 
bad struck the tines of the fork, twist- 
ing them and breaking one off alto- 
gether, the electric fluid then followed 
the handle until it came in contact 
with Qnauohi's neck just at the upper 
portion ot the spine. It followed the 
spine down to the waist where St sepa- 
rated into three currents or branches 
one following under the waistband of 
bis overalls to his watch pocket con- 
taining a watch. The time piece stopped 
at 3:35. This branch of the fluid then 
cut diagonally across bis abdomen, 
The other two branches spread, run> 


It U BttlUUnod for Dlibattdment. 
The War Department has issued a 


bulletin naming the troops that are to 
be mastered oat ot the service. Among 
those on the list is the Nevada Infan- 
try .Battalion, which is to- be mastered 
bat at Carson City. 


The law provides that volunteers 


shall be paid from the time of their en- 
listment and shall receive transporta- 
tion to their homes.
